quarters of the men*looking at the food 
in the galley and taiking familiarly 
with some of the able seamen. 

The Emperor came alongside the star- 
board quarter of the Kearsarge. steer- 
ing his own barge, and attended by 
Capt. Von Gumme, while up the port 
Kangway came Admiralty Secretary 
Von Tierpitz, Admiral Von Senden- 
Bribran, Gen. Von Pilessen and Count 
Von Eulenburg. Admiral Cotton and 
his staff, Capt. Hemphill, all the Ameri- 
can commanders and all the officers of 
the ship, except the midshipmen, who 
were at quarters, received the Emperor 
on the quarter deck. 

“I am happy to welcome Your Ma- 
ty on an A ship.” said Ad- 
miral Cotton. | wish that I were 
receiving you on Amertean soll.“

then Shook hands with an the 
captains whom he met yesterday, can 
ing them by name, and with all the 
juniors, who were presented in turn. 

Now, captain,” the Emperor said to 
Capt. Hemphill, “I want to see your 
ship.” 

Capt. Hemphili thereupon ied the 
way with the Emperor, Admiral Cot- 
ton following, accompanying the mem- 
bers of His Majesty's suite. 

Emperor William entered one of the 
double turrets and scrutinized the 
‘mechanism. Lieut. Mustin of the Kear- 
sarge showed the Emperor the speed 
and smoothness with which the tur- 
ret could be turned. The Emperor re- 
called some of the recent French en- 
periments with double turrets, in which 
sheep in one turret were killed by the 
shock of the gunfire in the other. 

That.“ said the captain, “was due to 
the shogtness of the guns which the 
French experimenters used. The long 
guns of the Kearsarge change the fleld 
of the highest concussions.” 

In calling the attention of one of the 
members of his suite to Capt. Hemp- 
hill's services on the Monitor, when she 
first went into action and to some other 
fierce combats of the Civil War. the

Walcott states is a depth “that pre- 
sents serious and costly engineering 
difficuities." The Gila engineering 
party is still laboring faithfully, how- 
ever, and there is little doubt that 
there will be yet found a feasible site. 
It is true thet a major portion of 
the land that will be benefited by the 
Tonto Basin reservoir is now held in 
private ownership, but it is also true 
that this immense reservoir will fur- 
nish water for a large area of addi. 
tlonal land, that now belongs to the 
government, and will be open to pub- 
lic entry under proper conditions. 
Moreover, it is a fact that after the 
drafts on the Gila River's smal! flow 
shell have been made by the farmers 
of the upper viver, and of the main 
tributary, the San Pedro, and those of 
the Indians, for whom the San Carlos 
dam will be especially built, there 
will be little left for the later appro- 
priators. 
Again, there is a phase of the sub- 
ject concerning which nothing has 
hitnerto been said in print. This is 
the deplorable condition. of destitu- 
tlon and distress that‘ has been 
brought upon (hundreds of worthy 
American citizens in the Salt River 
Valley, ny to the failure of the 
water supply through a large part 
of the valley during the several suc- 
cessive dry seasons that have visited 
the Bouthwest. The Arizona papers, 
with studied lack of candor, have 
kept entire silence on this subject, 
owing to a mistaken idea that in re- 
ferring thereto they might injure the 
prospects of the territory, whereas 
such facts were bound to come out 
sooner or later, and usually in exag- 
gerated form, while outsiders, not 
knowing of this condition of affairs, 
have . many cases been led to op- 
pose the Tonto Basin project, when 


known of the urgent necessity for its 
construction. It is a conservative es- 
timate to say that during the past 
three or four years over a million dol- 
lars’ worth of improvements, made 
by industrious settlers of moderate 
means, have been destroyed by 
drought in the Salt River Valley, near 
Phoenix. Orchards of pears, apricots, 
lemons, plums, oranges, figs, also 
vineyards and alfalfa fields and nur- 
series, have been destroyed, and the 
owners in many -cases forced to aban- 
don the scene of what they fondly 
hoped would he a permanent and pros- 
perous home to seek for a living 
elsewhere.

Therefore, the Hearst imposter will 
very likely succeed in securing a 
nomination for President from the 
Social Democracy, or some other 
communistic aggregation. The “con- 
vention” will, as a matter of course, 
be held some time before the Demo- 
cratic National Convention.

SUPPOSED MURDERER 
OF MILLS CAUGHT. 


N A. O'Neill cArrested Yesterday and 
in Indian Territory Jail. 


Fcund— Others Wanted. 


Believed to Be Man Who Telephoned and Lured Loan 
Manager to His Fate, and Said to Have Been Seen 
Coming Out of House Where 


Mutiiated Corpse Was 


_

FTER two months of the hardest 
A kine of work on the part of Sher- 

ur White and his ‘deputies, they 
have landed in jail in Indian Territory 
a man who is supposed to be one of the 
two or more who were implicated in 
the murder in Los Angeles of George 
L. Mills, whose horribly-mutilated 
body was found during the latter part 
of April in a vacant house on West 
Sixteenth street. 

The officers are so well satisfied. that 
he is the man so much wanted for 
that atrocious crime that Sheriff White 
will. leave this morning to bring him 
back. Whether he can be convicted of 
murder or not, he is wanted also on a 
felony charge of embezzlement dis 
guilt of which is bélieved certain; but 
it is not the embezzlement charge 
which will cause an officer to go East 
for him, but rather the possibility— 
yes, probability—that he io one of the 
men who with a blunt instrument 
| povhded the life out of the manager of 
| the Security Loan Company, either for 
revenge or for the money Mills is 
known to have had upon his person, 
over $2000. 
| The prisoner is R. 4. O'Nelil. Until 
two months ago he was a ‘traveling 
representative of Dodge Bros., Malers 
im cash registers. The belief that he 
| Was implicated in the murder of Mills 
is based upon the statement of a cit- 
izen whose name the authorities refuse 
to make public, but it is known that 
this citizen is willing to swear that he 
saw O'Neill come oyt of the house on 
West Sixteenth street in which the 
body of Mills was subsequently found, 
the day of the disappearance of Mills 
or the day after. 

The samme witness has told the offi- 
cers that there was another man ac- 
companying O'Neill when he emerged 
from the house, and the officers have 
secured a good description of this sec- 
ond man. That they know who he is 
they will neither deny nor affirm, but 
their manner indicates that they know. 
They admit that they know about 
where he is. All they will say about 
him is that he is im the Kast and 
that they mean east of the Mississippi 
River, and that they expect to rePeive 
news of Kis arrest within a short time. 

The fact that the detectives and 
Sheriff's officers know who murdere4 
ums will be news to the public, for 
heretofore it had been announced that 
there was not the slightest clew to the 
identity of the assassins. It is now 
known that the officers believe Millis 


| Was not killed because of his alleged 


trouble with women, but that the 
motive was robbery, and that the 
butchers red much more than the 
firet repo of the murder seemed to 
indicate. It is known that in addition 
to taking about $1499 in cash belonging 
to the company of which he was man- 
ager, Ums had on his person at the 
time he was enticed away from his 
office about $800 of his own money, so 
that his murderers secured nearly or 
quite $2300, besides diamonds habitually 
worn by the victim and worth $600 or 


OLEVER WORK. 


The arrest of O'Neill in Indian Terri- 
tory was the result of excellent detect- 
ive. work, which was supervised wholly 
by Sherif! White. From the city de- 
tective department he received certain 
information, but the Sheriff and his 
deputies worked up the case along other 
lines. than the murder, keeping that 
suspicion in the background. When 
they were sure 
wanted was in jail they unwillingly 
admitted’ that in that prisoner they be- 
lieve they have one of the Mills slayers. 

In addition to the suspicion of having 
been implicated in the murder of Mills, 
(Neill is wanted here on a charge of 
felony embezzlement. The complainant 
is W. R. Middleton of Covina. Late in 
April O'Neill went to Covina and sold 
to Middleton a cash register, taking 
in payment therefor a fine shotgun and 
a Raycycle. The difference between 
the value of the cash register and the 
goods traded for it was about $100 in 
favor of Middleton, and for this dfffer- 
ence O'Neill is alleged to have given 
a mortgage secured by a note.

Japanese Emigration. 

In response to Russia's efcroach- 
ments in Korea the Japanese govern- 
ment has arranged that every mail 
steamer leaving for that country shall 
carry 150 male Japanese colonists. This 
marks a change in Japanese policy not 
less revolutionary than in mahy other 
drections. It is only in modern Japan 
of the last thirty years that emigration 
has been permitted at all. Before then 
the natives were as strictly confined 
to the country as foreigners were kept 
outside. At the time of the change a 
few promising young men were sent 
across the seas to acquire Western 
learning at ite source. Some of the 
more enterprising smuggled themselves 
on board foreign-bound ships. This 
was how—to mention but two well- 
known instances—the adventurous 
yotths Ito and Inoue entered on tha 
careers which led them to become 
ministers of state. Within the last n- 
teen years emigration from Japan has 
been large, much to the relief of the 
country, which u naterally poor and 
overworked.—[Chicago News.
